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MR. CHARLES DILLON’S 
BANKRUPTCY. 


To the Editor of Tux Tugatricat Journat. 


Sir,—So Mr. Charles Dillon has passed 
the Bankruptcy Court, after having made 
himself a martyr to the cause of the Drama. 
This is sad; and Mr. Dillon, in attempting 
to establish a temple to the Muses at the 
unlucky Lyceum, and failed, has been favoured 
with the anathemas of the “ vulgar few” (the 
usual sympathy and help a man meets with 
when he is down in the world), who have 
launched out at him in round terms, and 
prated disparagingly not only of his ability 
for management, but of his capabilities as an 
actor, during the unfortunate term he held 
the reins of management in Wellington-street. 
“ Fiat justitia ruat ccelum,” sir, is a good 
motto. When Mr. Dillon was acting those 
spirited embodiments of his — Belphegor, 
D’Artagnan, &c.—everybody admired and 
none questioned his ability as an expositor of 
the school of histrionics he had essayed in. 
He was pronounced unanimously by the press 
as the most successful actor that had appeared 
upon the minor stage for some years past ; 
and when his first burlesque and pantomime 
were produced, they were reputed the best that 
had been put upon the stage for years, and ac- 
knowledgedly exceeded everything that was 
contemporary with it at the other houses, 

In all this there was evidence of good, sound 
abilities in the management. ‘The press ap- 
proved and the public approved, and surely 





there could be no better proof of success; 
but there was a worm eating at the root of 
this fair tree all the while. Mr. Dillon was 
suffering from the infliction of a primordial 
debt, and he was not covering his expenses, 
upon an average losing 16s. 10d. every even- 
ing that he opened the portals of his theatre 
to the hydra-headed public. One night’s re- 
presentation cost Mr. Dillon £87 8s. 4d., and 
the deficit in the receipts was 16s. 10d. ; 
amounting during his nine months of manage- 
ment (which consisted of 254 performances) 
to £214 Os. 8d. The smallness of the actual 
sum for which Mr. Dillon was bankrupt may 
well excite our surprise. Be that as it may, 
that was the difference betwixt receipts and 
the expenses. But, then, say his ra, er 
he was not bankrupt for this £214 Os. 8d.; 
he was bankrupt for over £6000! Yes ; 
and this was where Mr. Dillon was wrong— 
this was where he took the “leap” before 
the “look.” Yet he did no more than other 
men might have done who were struggling 
to get on under similar circumstances. If we 
look down the creditor column of the accounts 
(as prepared by Messrs. Butler and Cannings) 
we find that Mr. Dillon was already in debt 
when he became manager of the Lyceum; 
and this, added to new embarrassments, acted 
as the last straw upon the back of the camel 
—such items as these: Law costs, £840 7s. ; 
Interest, £541 16s. 4d. ; Deposit money 
forfeited on surrendering lease, £1260 17s.! 
This is the chapter that explains the whole 
gist of the novel, and was the chapter of 
items that prevented the manager of the 
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Lyceum from “keeping his head above 
water.” I regret very much, sir, to find the 
following dramatic authors, actresses, come- | 
dians, and tragedians sufferers to a more | 
or less extent :—William Brough, £58 ; 
Dramatic Authors’ Society (Stirling Coyne, 
Esq., Secretary), for authorship fees, £16 ; 
Edward Faulkner, £26; Harrington and | 
Yates, £21; Henry Barrett, £24; Mrs. 
Theodore Martin (late Miss Helen Faucit), 
£8; Mr. Alfred Mellon, £37 10s.; Mr. 
J. B. Roberts, £15; Mrs. Buckingham 
White, £12. I also regret to find that Mr. 
Samuel May, the obliging costumier, of Bow- 
street, sustains a heavy loss—no less a sum 
than £145 2s. 

The report tells us that the rest of the 
debts are for money lent, law costs, and 
various miscellaneous matters. Amongst the 
creditors on account of money lent, too, is 
Mr. Conquest, £2076 15s. 9d. 

The whole fact of it is, then, sir, Mr. 
Dillon has fallen, like many another well- 
deserving man has done, for want of capital. 
Had he possessed this necessary ingredient 
to every speculation, instead of having been 
already in debt at the starting-point, he might 
have kept his head above present difficulties 
and have come clear out of them. As it was, 
he had no help for the impending crisis ; and 
his sad failure should be passed over with 
regret, but without strictures. His talents, 
both as an actor and a manager, are indis- 
putable, and should be honestly conceded 
him, however much some few theatrical gos- 
sips may harp upon the matter. The fact is 
most manifest that he was not a bankrupt 
from inability either to conduct the affairs of 
his theatre or to act, The thing is as plain 
as a pikestaff. His gross expenses during 
the time he had the theatre amounted to 
£22,204 16s. 11d. ; the deficit in the re- 
ceipts was £214 Os. 8d. It is absurd for 
these shallow fools to tell us that a loss of 
£214 made him either a bankrupt, or proved 
his want of tact and skill as a director, or an

THE NEW BRITANNIA AND PAVILION 
THEATRES. 

Rapid progress is being made in the con- 
struction of these theatres. They are neither 
of them, as yet roofed in but are expected 
to be complete and open before the end of 
this autumn. The Builder of last Saturday 
contains the subjoined interesting particulars 
respecting them :— 

“They are planned for very large audiences, 
larger even than those of Covent Garden—the 
prices of admission being moderate to all parts of 
the house ; much importance is given to the pit 
and gallery, and the last named portion of the 
house is provided more advantageously as regards 
seeing and hearing than the gallery in other 
theatres, being better, of course, than the excel- 
lent gallery of Covent Garden Theatre, insomuch 
as it is nearer, whether by measurement of height 
or on the plan, tothe stage. The Pavilion Theatre, 
however, assimilates in the plan of the auditory, 
as defined by the box-fronts, to that of Covent 
Garden Theatre; though the major axis, or that 
taken longitudinally on the general plan, is rather 
less in proportion; the difference as to the au- 
ditory occurring between the circle of plan, as 
marked in the ceiling and the proscenium front. 


CABINET. 

On Tuesday, the 28th inst., the third per- 
formance of the Caxton Club took place, to a 
house crowded in every part. ‘The comedy 
of “The Honeymoon” was the first piece. 
Mr. Beaumont was the Duke Aranza. He 
was perfect in the reading, and got through 
tolerably well; but he lacks both dignity and 
action, and is not acquainted with stage busi- 
ness, for the want of rehearsals.

Vining. Mr. H. A. Major kept the farce 
going very briskly, and afforded much 
amusement. He is very clever in bustling 
parts of this kind, and should persevere in 
such characters, and he will be sure to make 
a favourable impression. Another piece was 
on the bill, but the lateness of the hour pre- 
vented our seeing it.

vehemence of enthusiasm to denounce every 
place of public resort—most particularly the 
stage—the natural home in which the immor- 
tal Shakespeare, 
“ Fancy’s child, 
Warbled his native wood-notes wild.” 

The latest champion in this country for the 
undoing of the stage—which we contend is one 
of the best institutions in Great Britain, when 
not abused—was the Rev. C. I. Spurgeon, 
who denounced the theatre as the abode of 
the traditional brimstone and sulphur, amongst 
which it is represented the Archangel so de- 
lights to roam ; but we find that the Bests 
and Spurgeons do not alone exist in England 
and America. Do not let us omit to observe 
that there are still many honourable excep- 
tions* in both countries ; but the quality ap- 

* Itshould be very gratefully borne in mind by 
actors—much to their credit and Christian principles 
—that the names of three reverend gentlemen appear 
among the Jist of subscriptions for the building of the 
Dramatic College—-viz, the Rev. T. White, the Rev.

| pears to be rife in that rapidly rising colony, 
| Australia, where the Drama (we feel proud 
to say it) is taking up its proper position, 
as it must ever do, on every length and 
breadth of land, from pole to pole, where 
civilisation once raises her crest. After the 
healthy and unprejudiced advocacy of the 
true principles of theology, to a sensible 
mind there is no teaching that can ht 
the absolute truisms which we find in Shakes- 
peare; and, as well observed by Mr. Charles 
Kean, upon the inauguration of the Dramatic 
College, at the Princess’s Theatre, unless 
it had been for the profession of the actor, 
and the existence of the stage, “ that mighty 
genius, who gave us the brightest literature 
of our country, would never have found vent 
for the inspiration of his wondrous powers.” 
Shakespeare was himself an actor, and if we 
take his lesson to the players in “ Hamlet ”to 
heart, he was a most careful one ; and let us 
ask where, and in what country, does there 
exist a literature with holier inspirations or a 
greater regard for Divinity, and the more 
loftier feelings of our humanity, than in his 
works ? ‘The clergyman and the most re- 
verend prelate do not, we imagine, feel 
desecrated as they glide over the pages of 
the immortal Bard; nor possibly does the fact 
strike them for a moment that they are cull- 
ing the fruits, the handicraft of one who they 
must look upon—if they do but treat these 
things impartially—as a profane and sacri- 
legious player. There is no more harm in 
seeing Shakespeare acted than in reading 
him, but a very great deal more of good. 
But we commenced these remarks for the 
purpose of pointing out that the players of 
the distant colony of Australia (where, we 
suppose, it is quite folly for them to expect 
any other amusement than hard work) have 
their Spurgeon to hunt and ferret them about; 
and this gentleman is no other than Dr. 
Cairns, who has been descanting in magni- 
loquent prose upon Mr. George Coppin, the 
proprietor of the Theatre Royal, Cremorne, 
and furnishing him with the text, “Health 
gotten by vanity shall be diminished.” It 
turned out, however, that the Australian 
manager did not remain apathetic under the 
castigation (which would most certainly have 
been the case in England, so far as any pub- 
lic contradiction may have been concerned, ) 
and he has furnished the doctor with an ad- 
monition, which has freely gone the round 
| of the newspaper press in Melbourne, that 
jhe will not soon forget. It is severe, 
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but not more so than deserved; for we must 
sturdily rebut these periodical attacks upon a 
uoble profession—we might almost say in- 
sults —coming from men who, when all 
things are considered, are but the followers 
of a profession (we say it without profanity) 
for the consideration of profit and the 
means of existence, even as the manager and 
the actor. The labourer is worthy of his 
hire; and the profession of the actor is de- 
cidedly not of that barbarous texture which 
the so-called teachers of truth and mercy 
would have the credulous and terrified por- 
tion of the population believe. In his letter 
Mr. Coppin has reminded the reverend gen- 
tleman of the story of the Publican and the 
Pharisee, who went up to a synagogue to 
pray, and of the comparison which the latter 
drew of the superiority of himself to the for- 
mer, and says, “I might appeal to your and 
my relative performances in the way of prac- 
tical wooed a4 and proved to you that the 
pound of the sinful Publican is as freely dis- 
pensed in the cause of charity, church- 
building, and Christianity, as the penny of 
the Pharisee.” Most true, Mr. Coppin, and 
we thank you for the courage which you 
have displayed in telling such a truism 
to the sceptical world at any risk. Before 
closing we will quote one or two more sen- 
tences from the admirable letter of Mr. Cop- 
pin, who, in addition to a most concise know- 
ledge of his own duties, appears to have 
a rice discrimination of theology. Ad- 
dressing the doctor, he says, ‘‘'The colours 
in which I have been painted seem to have 
been borrowed from that copious repository 
of evil spirits and sulphur to which preachers 
of your stamp resort for supplies of damna- 
tion to heap upon those whose points 
of faith and doctrine differ from their 
own.” * * * “TJ have meditated upon 
your text, and I have arrived at the conclusion 
that there is a pulpit vanity which is prolific 
of profit, and that its gains are liable to dimi- 
nution ; though I must do the Honeymans, 
and Chadbunds, and Cairnses the justice to 
admit that they take singular good care of 
number one. I might, were I not addressing 
one of those 
‘ Bigots, who in public sport 
Spread phosphorus of zeal on scraps of fustian, 
@ And go like walking Lucifers about ; 
Mere living bundles of combustion.’ 

I might, I say, demonstrate that an ascetic 
and Puritanical is not necessarily a Christian 
observance of the Sabbath ; and that the 


poor Nazarene who walked abroad in the 
pleasant fields of Palestine on the seventh 
| day, plucking the ears of corn as he went, 
and rebuking his strait-laced and Sabbatarian 
disciples for their bigotry and narrow-minded- 
ness, never designed the day of rest to be 
what the Andrew Agnews and the Adam 
Cairnses of modern times would pervert it to. 
No, Doctor, 
* Six days made all that is, you know, andthen jj 
Came that of rest by holy ordination, 
As if to hint unto the sons of men, 
After creation should come re-creation. 
Read right this text, and do not further search 
To make a Sunday workhouse of the church.’ ” 

This, of course, was in reference to the 
strictures made by the reverend gentleman 
upon the Australian Cremorne AR omg and 
which—as with the theatrical part of the 
question—we must likewise heartily agree. 
There is no real harm when a modest or well- 
intentioned man or woman enters a theatre 
for the purpose of witnessing a dramatic 
representation, nor in taking sober recreation 
in a flower garden; and the majority of the 
community must always entertain the sound- 
ness of this opinion. It is impossible to 
exclude vice altogether from places of public 
amusement; and this bad quality, let us re- 
mind the reverend gentlemen, is not always 
absent in the church. There have been and 
are as hearty rogues who wear the cloth as 
in any other profession. 

Since writing the above, we learn, by an 
Australian paper of later date, that Mr. Cop- 
pin, having been elected to public office by 
his fellow-colonists, has taken his farewell 
of the stage, not without enlisting the uni- 
versal suffrages of his patrons, who must ever 
regard him as the man who first established 
a correct taste for the legitimate drama in the 
colony, and, moreover, as the man who first 
organized a regular company for its represen~ 
tation. As a most talented low comedian, 
gifted with many qualifications for the pro- 
fession he folloved, he will occupy a most 
prominent place in the early history of the 
stage in Australia. 





Puan ror A New Opera In Paris.—M. Cavos, 
architect of the imperial theatres in Russia, sub- 
mitted to the Emperor Napoleon plans of a new 
opera at Paris on a grand scale. The Emperor 
has just directed the Minister of State to transmit 
to M. Cavos the brevet of Member of the Legion 
of Honour, and to make known to him that his 
plans have afforded satisfaction to his Majesty. 
We may add, that the French Government for the 
moment has abandoned the idea of building a new 
opera house.
